Equallnatlon of Taxea. The boara win 
eonelst of three member! for each county 
in the State, to be appointed by the 
Governor, and the salary will be $1,600 
eaob per year in Eeaex oounty. The 
salary will be paid by the State, and tbe 
board will have iupervlalog powers over 

aeeeeemente. l 

Tbe board will Inspect eaob piece of 
property in the county, and make rules 
and regulations. As the intention of 
the law is to make a complete change 
in the taxing oyetem, with a view of 
putting all assessments on Ibe basis of 
full valuation, and of procuring a thor¬ 
ough assessment of personal property.; 
the oounty boards will have plenty of 
work to^o, and results will ebow bow 
well they pave done their work.
